Weare disvoncerted by 
the way in which undeniable facts 
“are utilized indiscriminately with 
the grossest fictions, and sometimes 
even by his claim to have verified 
those fictlons. - And while, on the 
one hand, we are clevated by his 
conception: of the Church’ as the 
ideal City of God, on the other hand 
we resent his frequent confusion 
(it might almost be said his wilful 
confusion) ~* between the. ideal 
Church, containing so many mem- 
bers of whom. Christ will say at the 
last day, ‘I know you not.” We 
-wonder how, if indeed the Church 
can. proclaim so surely and so 
definitely the mind of Christ, there 
should have been no recognized au- 
thority to decide that crucial 
- question, debated for a century and 
a half before. Augustine's own 
‘time, ‘Is heretical -baptism. valid or 
not? Has a person baptized by a 


-.° thyself.” 


heretic taken even the first step 
leading away from hell? Has 
he even crossed the threshold of 
the City of God ?’- And, lastly, we 
notice that nearly half of this 
fairly bulky book is frankly con- 
troversial; that the Saint works 
with sword inmone hand and trowel 
in the other;*and that he cannot 
even lay the, Mundations of his 
City of God until he has demolish- 
ed that City of Cain which had en- 
cumbered the holy ‘site. 
Moral Judgments 
All of this, and more, any reader 
will find in the book. But that 
brings me to one last consideration: 
* How about, moral judgments in his- 
tory? Do we degrade history 
from its pinnacle of science by 
striving. at every point to make 
ethical distinetions: by saying to 
ourselves and ta others, ‘That thing 
Was good; that other thing was 
had’? Let me quote here from 
one of the most impartial, as he was 
quite the most learned, of British 
historians who have lived in our 
time. In his inaugural lecture at 
Cambridge, Lord Acton said: 

‘The weight of opinion is against 
me when I exhort you never ta de- 
base the moral currency or to lower 
the standard of rectitude, but to try 
others by the final maxim. that 
governs your own lives, and to suffer 
no man and no cause te escape the 
undying penalty which history has 
the power to inflict on wrong.’ 

St. Augustine does indeed often 


fatl below what we require from aj: 


perfect historian; but it is not his 
_ ethical tendencies that drag him 
down. Sir William Bragg’s ad- 
dress before the British Associa-| 
tion may give- us the greatest 
encouragement here, 

‘Science,’ he said, ‘is not setting 
forth to destroy the soul of ‘the 
nation, but to keep body and soui 
together." 

And again; 

‘No clear line can be drawn be- 
tween ~vure science. and applied 
science .... either loses virtne if 
dissociated from the other,’ 


Reinforce Ethies 

If this be true, if science be not 
less itself, but more truly itself, 
for being applied to benefit the 
human race, what more beneficial 
purpose can it serve than to re- 
inforce ethics? This comes out 
still more strongly in Sir Wil- 
liam’s concluding words, which

A great saying 
speaks to every man in the language 
which he understands. To the stud- 
ent of science the words mean 
that he is to put his’ whole heart 
into his work, believing that in some 
way which he ‘cannot fully compre- 
hend it is all worth while, and that 
every straining to understand his 
surroundings is right and good: and, 
further, that in that way he can 
learn to be of use to his fellowmen.’ 
Success from Jaws of Failure 
Here, then, is strong and weleome 
support for those who believe that 
we-cannet get the most ‘scientific 
result out of history except by the 
strenuous exercise of every human 
faculty;» that our reading mush 
be not only an intellectual but also 
an ethical process; and that from 
all history, secular as well as 
ecelesiastical, we may truly draw 
much the same moral as Augustine 
drew. Ina very real sense, Christ 
reigns—Christus regnat, ° 
In a real sense, man’s 
will can force success from the 
jaws of failure. As Dean Inge 
told © us in ‘the Johannine 
conception of Christanity, ‘the re- 
velation to men is strictly relative 
to their powér of receiving it .. .. 
we are immortal spirits on our 
probation.’ And, in a real. sense, 
we may sum up all human. records 
in those words from’ the. Epistle 
to ‘the Hebrews “with which St. 
Augustine ends:- ‘There remaineth 
therefore a rest for the people of 
God.’
